MUST BE SOLD. 


How thcBodlM of the DeoeMwl An Pra- 


pttrcd Tm tlM rnnentl FT™. 


Having had information the other day 


of a cremation to take place at the 
Indian village, I went to the beach to 
witness it. The defunct siwash was 
known around Junean as Frank, and 
was formerly employed at 
Martin 


Bros.' store in the capacity of Indian 
clerk, and the klockman (it being a 
double cremation of one of each sex) 
had been called Jennie; both, as it 
happened, having died of consumption. 
The mourning service consisted of the 
ancient ceremony known aa "potiatch," 
which is always customary among the 
Indiana of Southwestern Alaska on the 
occasion of a death of one of their 
number. The potlatch la a division of 
whatever temporal goods the deceased 
may have possessed, such as blankets, 
dry goods, etc., among his or her rela- 
tions, according as the merits of each 
individual case may justify. 


In the services of the mourning, 


which are very long, and to the Indian 
mind very impressive, the first in the 
order of the day is a eulogistic dis- 
course by one of the old men, which, 
being delivered by him in sections, 30 
to speak, is taken up and sung by the 
rest in a monotonous sort of chant; 
the old man is then superseded by an- 
other venerable buck, who 
goes 


through the same service, and he in 
turn by another, until all the old men 
have had -their individual say. The 
chanters keep time by thumping the 
floor with sticks and beating on a 
drum. This performance being gone 
over for a day or two, the potlatch 
takes place. 


The body of the deceased is first 


wrapped in a matting, woven from 
split roots, and in appearance resem- 
bling coarse straw. They then convey 
the body to the place of cremation, 
which is always on the beach at high- 
water mark. On this occasion they 
had on hand for the purpose of burn- 
ing the two bodies, about one cord of 
wood, some split and some in small 
logs. First a platform of small logs is 
laid a foot from the ground, and a 
space of four inches between each log. 
On this pyre, which was about seven 
feet long by live feet wide, the two 
bodies were placed, about three feet 
apart, and around them a miniature 
log hut was built to a height of four 
feet; the enclosed space is then care- 
fully filled in with split wood and fine 
kindling, and now, every thing being in 
readiness, the fire is lighted from the 
bottom. The .native diet being chiefly 
salmon, an oily substance, the bodies of 
the Indians seem to contain a consider- 
able amount of oil, as they burn very 
readily. While the corpses were char- 
ring, the friends of the deceased con- 
tinued to poke them with long sticks, 
occasionally raking the fragments ol 
burnt flesh from the fire and wrapping 
them in skins, blankets, etc. Return- 
ing from the cremation of the two 
natives, I heard singing in a native 
house, and dropped in to see what was 
going on. 


There was quite an assemblage of 


natives squatted around a small fire in 
the center of the room, and at one end 
of the house the corpse of an old 
woman lay, covered with sheets and 
blankets. AU around the room was 
strung up muslin, pieces of calico, and, 
a few blankets; also, three umbrellas, 
etc., all of which will be distributed 
among the relatives and near friends. 
Then the process described above will 
be gone through.— Alaska Free Press.

WEATHER ERRORS. 


Popular Belief* That Mnit Be Accepted 


With a Grain of Allowafice. 


Few erroneous notions are spread so 


readily and cling so tenaciously as 
those respecting the weather. 
In 


noticing common errors of this city, 
Prof. Cleveland Abbe, the distinguished 
meteorologist, urges attention to these 
facts: That while the moon might well 
be expected to influence our weather, 
scientific evidence shows that it does 
not; that there is 110 sound reason for 
believing that sunspots have any ap- 
preciable effect in producing storms, or 
other local changes; that, animal in- 
stinct ranks greatly below human in- 
telligence as a guide to future weather; 
that the indications furnished by plants 
are due to the hydroscopic condition of 
the air, as are also other "signs," and 
are less delicate and reliable than the 
accurate instrumental tests of meteor- 
ologists; that electricity and ozone do 
not produce the effects often ascribed 
to them; that thunder-storms do not 
cool the air, but the cool inrush results, 
like the storm, from the rise of hot air 
—at least in many cases; that it has not 
yet been proven that the removal of 
forests and the extension of railroads 
and telegraphs have influenced our cli- 
mate; that the weather is materially 
the same as in old-fashioned times, 
scientific records disproving the faulty 
recollections of the oldest inhabitant; 
and that severe storms are no more 
liable to occur at the date of the equi- 
noxes, or on certain days of the week 
or month, than at other times.— Arkan- 
saw Traveler.

FnshinB tne Tension*. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—The Board of 


Pension Appeals in the Interior Depart, 
ment. has been pushing its work forward 
with great vigor during the six months 
closing with the month of April—a fact 
that is of widespread interest among the 
multitude of pension 
claimants. 
The 


membership of this board consists of 
nine gentlemen who are Immediately as- 
sociated with the Secretary of the In_ 
terlor, in the consideration of the ques- 
tions of evidence and of law arising in 
appeals from the decision of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, their duties being of 
a judicial character. It is of interest to 
the soldiers that progress of this work be 
occasionally stated. 
Going back to the 1st ol January last, it 


appears that there have been filed with 
the board 760 appeals; there have been 
decided 1,300 appeals, and in that number 
the board has overruled the Commissioner 
of Pensions In TOO cases. There are now 
pending before the board 3,000 appeals, as 
against about 4,0(X) on the 1st of Novem- 
ber, 1886. Under the supervision of As- 
sistant Secretary Hawkins, such opinions 
in the adjudication of appeals, as pro- 
pound 
new and 
leading propositions 


based upon interpretations of the pension 
laws, are being collected and edited for 
publication in book form, for the future 
guidance of the department in pension 
litigation. The book will be the first pub- 
lication of the kind ever made by the Gov- 
ernment, and will be of great value to the 
pension claimants. 


The Work of an Unknown Race. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.'—Within a short 


time the United States steamer Galena, 
Commander Chester, is expected to arrive 
at Washington, having on board the pre- 
historic statue secured from Easter Island 
by the Mohican, and but recently trans- 
ferred to tLe Galena at Aspinwall.

A Model Newspaper Office. 


BOSTON, May a.—Fifteen hundred news- 


paper men, of Boston and vicinity, were 
given a reception yesterday tn the new 
building by tlift proprietors and editors of 
the Bosloii 
f)Mv. 
Colonel Taylor, the 


Globe'n editor, received the congratulations 
of prominent journalists in all parts of 
tlie country. 


The building possesses conveniences 


said to bo entirely original in newspaper 
work. For msUuice, In the composing 
room, eat'li romnositor's desk is connected 
\vitli the '-copy cutters' " room by an 
electric annunciator, and each desk being 
numbered to correspond with the number 
of tho type-setters' "sluf?," n man at any 
desk can be noiselessly summoned to the 
copy cutter to receive his copy. This 
does away with Hie noise caused by con- 
timially shouting the number of "slugs," 
so common *n composing rooms. In the 
new composing room the only noise to be 
heard was the clicking of the type as it 
was placed in the "stick." 


Pneumatic tubes run from every parl of 


tho building to every other part, while 
electric bells anil tubes communicate from 
each department to the other. Surround- 
ing the composing room is a gallery which 
contains private lockers for each of the 
one hundred and fifty compositors, and in 
the center of which are rooms for the fore- 
man and proof-readers. This leaves the 
main composing room free from obstruc- 
tion, thus facilitating the work of the de- 
partment, 


The style of the architecture of the 


building embodies a free adaptation of 
the rcniussiiiK'o period. It is nine stories 
in height and fronts on both Washington 
and Devonshire streets, having a front of 
sixty feet and is one hundred and eif?ht 
feet deep. The structure contains one 
hundred and four rooms. The Washing- 
ton street front is of brown Srpinglleld 
and Kibbe sand stone, while the front on 
Devonshire street is of reil brick with 
Springfield stone trimmings. Its interior 
is of iron and marble and is as nearly nre 
proof as is possible. 


In the nress-room are live Hoe presses; 


two 12!>-horse power engines; two 100- 
horse power boilers and two dynamos,

William Mantle,' an estimable lady ol tbli 
city, died late Thur»day night'under clr 
cumstances which have excited the deep 
e»t commiseration In her 
b«h»U, and 


great Indignation against her huiband. 
A fow days ago, the husband filed suit foi 
divorce, alleging that Mrs. Mantle had 
held Illicit relations with Daniel Taggart, 
a well-known business man, and later a 
demand against Taggart for 110,000 dam- 
ages, in applying for which Mantle ex- 
pressly stipulated that whatever benefit 
might accrue In a judgment against

defendant 
should 
be 
applied 


solely to the woman whom he had ca»1 
aside. Since the first suit was filed, Mrs. 
Mantle has been greatly excited, and it 
was evident that she was rapidly losing 
her mind. 
Thursday morning she was 


found In the wood-shed, where she had 
slept all night, and when she was taken 
Into tho house It was .plain that her mind 
wan gono. Thursday night some friends 
were sitting up with her when she sud- 
denly fell from her chair and expired, 
having been stricken with puralysls as a 
result of her intense mental excitement. 


Mantle learned of his wife's death yes- 


terday morning, and berame frantic from 
grief. Seizing a gun he started out to kill 
Taggart, whom ho charged wilh all this 
trouble, but was captured, und a guard 
placed over him at his house. During the 
day he became violently insane and could 
be kept quiet only by the use of opiates. 
When not under their Influence he !•» un- 
manageable, several men being required 
to hold him In bed. 
He flrmly believes 


that Taggart was guilty of the acts 
charged, but It is generally thought that 
there was no foundation for his jealousy. 


A post-mortem examination, was held on 


the remains of Mrs. Mantle yesterday, 
upon the demand of the i)elghbors, but 
nothing was found to justify the suspi- 
cion of foul play upon the part of her hus- 
band. Her death was immediately caused 
by the bursting of a blood vessel at the 
base ot the brain, and this was no doubt 
caused by Intense mental excitement.
